Waihlngton. Oct. 8.— The request of 

Colonel Bryan of the Third Nebraska 
Infantry for the discharge of a num- 
ber of men of that regiment wbo de- 
sire to return to their bom«s» was 
granted by tbe secretary of war. 

There werr alKMit 15 oa«€s, which 
had received the approval of tbe com- 
pany and regimental offlcers, and of 
tlie brigade and corps oommalidera 

Tbey were baaed upon various reas- 
ons, inoluding ill health and private 
business necessities. It is understood 
that there are nearly ](K) men in the 
vegiment wbo are doing their utmost 
to secure their dtsebarga 

It is said that ColoneT Bryan has 
indorsed tbe appIioatloDs in many 
caBes, but that they lack the at)i>roval 
of tbe brigade and corps commaflder.-' 
In case of favorable action by the re- 
viewing autborlties tbe applica«k]ua 
will be granted by tlte war department 
without further consideration. 

Applications lacking tbe favorable 
ludoraement of the reviewing officers 
will each be independently tnvectigated 
and decided on ita mertta. 

It is said at the war department that 
nothing has yet been heard from the 
governor of Nebraska regarding tbe 
selection of the Nebraska regiment to 
be mustered out in order to bring the 
number of troops fomlshed by that 
state within tbe regulation quou. A^ 
understood here, tbe gwernor desires 
before reaching a decision In that mat- 
ter to bear from tbe offloera and men 
of t)>« two regiments ooacened. vlr 
Tbe First regfment, now In the PblNp- 
plnes, and the Third regiment (Colonel 
Bryan's), now at Jacksonville, F>a. 

It is further stated at tbe depart- 
ment that in case Ccrtonal Bryan de 
sires an exteoilon of leave he would 
apply therefor to his brigade com- 
mander and not to tbe war department 

It i.-^ not anticipated that Colonel 
Bryan will have any difficulty in s«- 
ouriDg aa aztansion of leave, especially 
in view of the fact that be has not yet 
fully recovered bis health. A surgeon's 
certificate of disability in his caae 1b 
ail that is necessary to secure him an 
extanstan of leave.

"Any oflicer of election or of registra- 
tion in any precinct where registration is 
required, who, after doe notice of his ap- 
pointment, shall fail to perform his duty 
as such in holding any election or regis- 
tration, unless lor good cause, shall be 
fined from $2.5 to $100."
